as well as relative*, swore to false evi- 
dence at Tidwell's trlnl In 1900. Brown 
was mysteriously shot to death In 1S90 
while riding along a highway to his 
farm. Tldwell was at the time em- 
ployed on the fnrm and suspicion fas- 
tened on him, ns he had quarreled with 
Brown shortly before the tragedy. 
Enough circumstantial evidence was 
Introduced by witnesses to convict 
him, despite the fight of his attorneys.
